their professional association; ninth, 
technical or administrative directors in 
commercial, industrial or agricultural 
enterprises who have.paid for at least 
two years a°tax exceeding 100 lire; 
tenth, persons who pay taxes in excess 
of 100 lire annually; eleventh, heads of 
families of at least five sons, alive or 
— in the war.
